State Game Warden Lov ejoy 
Will 
Continue to Enforce the Law.

I have taken the liberty to divide j 
month breathers into two classes, con I 
tinned and moderate. The tirst breathes j 
almost continually w ith open mouth. |

It is my custom 
to engage the doubling one in conver­ 
sation or have him read for me, when 
he w ill be surprised to learn that he 
has spoken several sentences or read 
many paragraphs w ithout once closing 
his mouth. 
H e it is who, after lectur­ 
ing or reading aloud or perhaps sing 
Ing. is dry of mouth and husky of 
speech and wonders why.

Therefore it 
is absolutely essential to overcome or 
permanently improve most varieties of 
deafness and tinnitus aurlum that the 
patient breathe through the nose at nil 
times. The eustaehian catheter is of­ 
ten harmful, acting as a mechanical ir­ 
ritant and thus assisting the progress 
of an already thickened and perhaps 
irritable membrane.
